that the students can interpret any Gospel 
scene relation them? teach the 
words Christ that the students can place 
any one its context? Perhaps, 
trace Christ’s journeys that they can 
followed step step? Or, again, 
describe our Lord’s personality such way 
that the students are able point out char- 
acteristics every one His actions? 
Catholic teachers, all feel that these are 
worthy objectives, but that they cannot 
the aim. what purpose know that 
Christ was kind, obedient, generous, and 
winning; know His perfect character and 
pure life, our life not brought into 
conformity with His? 

The aim, conclude, lies higher than 
knowledge; cannot stop there, and 
should see that does not. For, unless 
make Christ, who “the Way, the Truth, 
and the Life” the young man’s ideal, have 
failed our purpose. Unless impress 
the adolescent with the personality Christ 
that primary relationship established 
between the two, our efforts are avail. 
Unless the example Christ furnishes moti- 
vation and power practice virtue all the 
circumstances life, and the doctrine 
Christ penetrates the soul the adolescent 
and inspires him with enthusiasm for the 
cause Christ, with the will show Christ 
the world, have lost our time. And, 
finally, unless the course has taught the young 
man come Jesus the Holy Eucharist 
the same loving Saviour ever among us, 
and Mary the only sure way Jesus, 
have neglected the essential fruits. 

The aim the course may thus ex- 
pressed one sentence: “To form Christ 
youth through knowledge Christ’s life 
and love for and this through Mary, 
with Mary, and imitation Mary. This 
none other than the aim Christian educa- 


tion expressed His Holiness Pope 
Pius XI:

Hence the true 
Christian, product Christian education,

And this process forming Christ souls 
must made through Mary, for how can 
speak the Son without considering the 
Mother? The Evangelists have constantly 
grouped the two. The shepherds, the Magi, 
Simeon —all found Jesus only with Mary. 
This close association “points certain in- 
separability between them the function 
which was the lifework the Child. 
The two were one realizing the 
purpose the existence the flesh the 
Son the Most Devotion Mary,

the pendulum usually swings from the 
extreme right the extreme left; rarely does 
stop the center until the movement has 
been under way for period time. For 
example, when dissatisfaction was sufficiently 
roused leaders education the teach-

Merits and Demerits 


From the first World War the middle 
twenties there was marked increase 
general interest intelligence testing and 
the publication intelligence the 
same period large number standardized 
achievement tests appeared the market. 
However, the late twenties reaction 
against these tests occurred, caused mainly 
the improper use the tests the part 
untrained and inexperienced persons, and 
sometimes the extravagant claims made 
for the tests those who should have known 
better. There were school administrators who 
looked upon standardized tests panacea 
for all educational ills. Many administrators 
had the tests administered specialists the 
field, who many cases advocated with- 
holding the results the tests from the 
classroom teachers. Used this fashion, 
not surprising that the wholehearted co- 
operation teachers was lacking the 
testing movement and that elaborate testing 
programs were conducted without too much 
use being made the results. 

general, there often more heat than 
light the discussion controversial points, 
and for some time this was the situation 
regarding the testing problem. School admin- 
istrators who opposed the movement saw 
value whatever the use standardized 
tests. fact, they foresaw many evil results 
from their use. the other hand, extreme 
advocates the use the tests believed 
that the administration adequate num- 
ber tests would solve every problem 
their school system. time, however, both 
groups came better understanding the 
uses and abuses standardized tests, with 
the result that not only their shortcomings 
but also their merits are being increasingly 
recognized. “The modern emphasis the 
guidance function the teacher and the 
increased familiarity teachers with evalu- 
ation techniques have resulted more and more 
transfer measurement functions from 
the specialist the teacher and cooperative 
attacks test specialists common prob- 
lems the field.”?

The Teacher’s Cooperation 


the present day, every teacher, whether 
she teach the first grade the fourth year 
college, should thoroughly acquainted 
with the available subject-matter tests for her 
particular grade field.

When Shall Test? 


Shall educational tests administered 
the fall, the beginning the second 
semester, the end the year? This 
often genuine problem for the teacher, the 
answer depending primarily upon the purpose 
the test. the purpose diagnose 
the strengths and weaknesses the pupils 
particular subject, the logical time would 
appear the beginning the semester, 
that the teacher may guided her 
instruction the information she discovers 
from the results the test. the other 
hand, her purpose see how well her 
pupils measure with other pupils the 
same age and grade given subject, prob- 
ably she will wish administer the test 
toward the end the year, the end 
semester, the subject taught for 
semester rather than year. Needless say, 
she must make use such comparisons 
common-sense way. Ctherwise, better 
never give such tests. Should the teacher’s 
purpose aid her with particular pupil 
group pupils who may not achieving 
satisfactorily, she will want test 
oughly diagnostic she can obtain. Such 
tests are not easily obtainable some 
subject-matter fields others. The more 
completely the basic skills subject can 
broken down, the more possible 
construct good diagnostic tests that subject, 
and teachers should realize that not every 
test labeled diagnostic author actu- 
ally so. Many times such tests are not 
diagnostic all, the true sense the 
word; they are merely good analytic tests. 
Since standardized tests are relatively ex- 
pensive, very important that teachers 
should purchase those that best fulfill the 
purpose they have mind. this point, 
community supervisors should capable 
rendering valuable advice, for they have 
occasion become acquainted with tests 
degree which impossible for the average 
classroom teacher. Teachers 
justified expecting this aid from their super- 
visors, and when the latter function their 
capacity supervisors and not “snooper- 
visors,” they will only too glad render 
the service. 


Choose Tests Wisely 


Another problem for many teachers 
decide which tests shall they administer. 
Again, the answer depends upon the purpose 
for which the test given. the

word caution order regarding the 
use standardized tests whether the intel- 
ligence achievement variety. The results 
the tests should used same manner 
every teacher, but especially the reli- 
gious teacher. Tests are not 100-per-cent 
perfect, and teachers who use them should 
keenly aware this. Besides, there 
more full, rich life, guided the light 
faith and reason than merely striving for 
high scores standardized tests; consequently, 
this goal should not become the primary end 
teachers. There must recognition 
individual differences, and school authorities 
must both admit the facts and act accordingly. 
they fail so, surely they must assume 
least part the responsibility for the 
despicable practice coaching for competitive 
examinations, the results which determine 
the ranking schools system. superin- 
tendents insist measuring teaching ability 
highest scores standardized tests, they 
should express surprise their teachers 
cease teach and coach the best their 
ability for the tests. After all, teachers who 
follow this procedure are being logical 
directing their teaching toward the goals im- 
posed the superintendents. The writer 
not opposed high scholastic standards, but 
they must not attained the sacrifice 
every other educational good. However, the 
better acquainted teachers themselves are with 
standardized tests and their uses and possible 
abuses, the greater will the teacher’s in- 
fluence the removal the abuses.

Outside the primitive folk songs the 
Indians, America did not have her own songs 
during the first few years. really con- 
sidered the English songs our songs that 
time. Our very first musical inheritance from 
that country came America the form 
the Puritan Psalms. show their highly 
religious feelings, may stated that Bay 
Psalm Book was the first book published 
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America. also have some lighter trend, 
such “Oh, Dear What Can the Matter Be,” 
said have been written Henry VIII 
England. There is, likewise, “Drink Me, 
Only,” finally set verse Ben Jonson. 
The colonists were entirely too busy with 
musical state mind. did have however 
during Washington’s time Francis Hopkinson 
Philadelphia. was one the signers 
the Declaration Independence, and one 
the men draw the Constitution the 
United States. 1789, Hopkinson sent his 
friend George Washington set eight songs 
with letter setting forth his claim that 
was the first native American compose and 
publish music. “Beneath Weeping Willow’s 
Shade,” and “My Days Have Been Won- 
drous Free,” are Hopkinson’s; both songs are 
claimed have been “Washington’s favorite 

The people Washington’s time were 
state agitation. was patriotic period, 
time when feelings found their outlet 
such songs “Yankee Doodle” and 
ter.” “Yankee Doodle” very old air, one 
the most universal folk tunes the world 
and seems the lips all people. 
said have been first introduced into 
America English doctor, Dr. Richard 
Shackburg, who made the words satire 
the poorly equipped soldiers the Con- 
tinental Army when marched into Albany 
the year 1755. The Yankees liked 
well that they chose their own, and 
was this air that General Burgoyne laid 
down his sword the Battle Saratoga. 
was also played while Cornwallis surrendered 
Yorktown. “Chester,” was written William 
Billings (1746-1800), tanner’s assistant. 
was sung the Continental Army all through 
the long years the Revolutionary War. 

should not surprising that should 
take the old air “God Save the King” and 
write appropriate verse for our own 
songs. was familiar song the colonists, 
although they could longer sing “God Save 
the King.” American setting “God Save 
George Washington” attained much popu- 
larity. 1779, “An Ode the Fourth 
July” was received with enthusiasm but 
was not until 1832 that the words sing 
“America” were written. have other ex- 
amples American words being set foreign 
music this time. “The Star Spangled 
Banner,” written Francis Scott Key, the 
young Baltimore lawyer, who made visit the 
night September 13, 1814, the English 
battleship secure legal release friend. 
The English officers entertained the Ameri- 
cans the old drinking song, Anacreon 
Heav’n,” during the evening. That was the 
night the attack Fort Henry. These two 
Americans watched the bombardment 
hoping and dreading. The old tune was still 
ringing their ears. Many attempts had been 
made before set words its melody but 
none were successful. “The Star Spangled 
Banner” written that night, lives today. 
the national anthem America. later

period, have that patriotic song, “Colum- 
bia, the Gem the Ocean.” Its words were 
written David Shaw 1843. English 
composer, Thomas Becket, claims have 
written the music for the request 
Shaw. sung Great Britain as, 
“Britannia, the Pride the Ocean.” 

How much more interesting will find 
the War 1812, have our students 
sing those chanteys and sea songs made 
popular this period. Americans sang the 
sea songs England well their own. 
The chantey was developed the vessels 
both lands. was type sailor song 
encourage the sailors pulling upon the 
ropes raising and lowering the sails. The 
best known these chanteys are, “Haul 
the Bowlin’, Reuben,” Ranzo; “The Dead 
Horse”; and “Blow the Man Down.” There 
were few chanteys which developed this 
time our inland rivers. “The Wide 
Missouri” excellent example this type 
sailor song. 

The period following the War 1812 was 
the time when people forgot about war and 
turned their entire attention their immedi- 
ate homes and firesides. Writers turned their 
full attention the home life the nation 
and wrote these beautiful folk songs. The two 
most famous this period are “The Old Oaken 
Bucket” and “Home Sweet Home.” The 
greatest song home that ever was written 
the latter. Its words were composed 1823, 
American, John Howard Payne. was 
set music Sir Henry Bishop. Payne, 
when stranded Paris, without cent his 
pocket for the next meal, nor place put 
his head, wrote this beautiful song. He, him- 
self said, that many times his wanderings 
heard this song come floating through open 
window tease his hungry heart. “The Old 
Oaken Bucket” was written 1817 Samuel 
Woodworth and adapted Kaillmark 
old tune that was called 
Daughter.” 

Thomas Haynes Bayley, English com- 
poser, became one the most popular 
composers America. The two early com- 
positions, “Gaily Troubador” and “Long, 
Long Ago” are regarded American folk 
songs. Bayley was English birth but his 
songs were published Philadelphia. They 
are much more popular here than England. 

The big question slavery had been for 
years forcing its way the front. People were 
again relieving their inner feelings and 
thoughts song. They revealed this spirit 
those sentimental ditties, “Ben Bolt” 
and others similar thought. “Ben Bolt” was 
considered the best seller song ever printed. 
was first heard 1848 and once became 
universally loved. The author the words, 


Dr. Thomas Dunne English, and the com- 
poser the music, Nelson Kneass, Phila- 
delphia, are little known, yet the song 
beloved all over the world. The chief aim 
many these songs was depict the suffer- 
ings the slaves. They swept the country 
cyclone because they were every heart. 
“Darling Nellie Gray,” written Hanby, 
who was one the first recognize the value 
the Negro dialect songs, and “Oh! Susanna” 
Stephen Foster, the greatest composer 
folk song the world has ever known, were 
two the most unusual the time. The 
theme the songs was different from those 
they were accustomed find other senti- 
mental songs. They dealt the untimely end 
that which beloved and beautiful. 

The Negro question every lip and the 
responsive cord struck the hearts the 
people was proved fact the minstrels 
and the shows the day. These produced 
song literature all their own. These songs 
imitated the style Negro singing and de- 
picted his easy-going nature. few them 
brought out his trials. The earliest these 
popular Negro melodies were “Zip Coon,” 
“Long-tailed Blue,” “Coal-Black Rose,” and 
“Jim Crow.” Later favorites included “Big 
Sun Flower,” “Wake Nicodemus,” “Old Dan 
Tucker,” “Dixie Land,” and number 
Foster’s. was stated before, Foster was the 
greatest folk-song composers. gave the 
world the most wonderful idea the beauty 
Negro music. Foster’s masterpiece, “Old 
Folks Home,” one the world’s greatest 
home songs. Others his plantation melodies 
included “Oh! “Old Uncle 
“Nellie Bly,” “Old Black Joe,” Old Ken- 
Ground.” His best seller the fifties was 


“Old Dog Tray.” Again the minstrel 


spread the popularity Foster’s songs. The 
popularity his songs meant more wide- 
spread interest the Negro and made the 
more sympathetic toward his problems. 

Curiously enough, the great song the 
South during the Civil war was written 
Northerner. This “Dixie Land,” written 
Daniel Emmett 1859. was.a member 
the Brvant Minstrels, troupe which was 
very that time. “Dixie Land” was 
originally “walk-around” for the troupe 
sing and dance the ending their pro- 
grams, and authorities tell that Dixie, 
this particular connection, did not refer the 
Mason and Dixon Line, but plantation 
Long Island, owned Mr. Dix. This farm 
was worked the manner 
plantation, although the Negroes were well 
naid for their services and were free and 
“Dixie’s Land” became svnonvmous with 
heaven, the minds the Negroes. The 


words have been slightly changed; now 
when say “Way Down South Dixie,” 
mean below the Mason and Dixon Line. 

Music had become popular the ex- 
pression the feelings that the time 
the Civil War they believed that appropriate 
songs were necessary the winning the 
war. Both the North and the South were 
anxious secure the songs which would 
represent their cause and inspire patriotism 
and military ardor. show the eagerness 
the North secure the right songs they 
offered prizes $500 for the songs which 
they were able use. While both the North 
and the South were out secure songs, the 
North did the same the South, they selected 
the song member the opposite camp. 
The North’s best song was “The Battle Hymn 
the Republic” written Southerner. 
Both the North and the South claimed 
Star Spangled Banner,” their hymn and 
flag. They soon discovered had reference 
emergency like theirs, they hastened 
secure ones that would. The results were 
that the South fought the tune “Dixie,” 
“Maryland, Maryland,” and “Bonnie Blue 
Flag.” The Northern soldiers were inspired 
“Battle Hymn the Republic,” “The 
Battle Cry,” and Through 
Georgia.” 

George Root (1820-1895), one America’s 
foremost writers war songs, wrote “The 
Battle Cry” help the recruiting officers 
Chicago enthusiasm after 
Lincoln’s second appeal for more treops. The 
song met with immediate success and from 
that time spread all over the country. Presi- 
dent Lincoln wrote Mr. Root after the war 
and told him that his song had great deal 
winning the war the Union cause 
was aided many critical junctures the 
stirring strains his song. 

Henry Clay Work the writer 
that irresistible melody, (1865) “Marching 
Through Georgia,” was probably the com- 
poser, who won the most decided successes 
with his song during the war. 

The song which was the “Over There” song 
the Civil War days was “When Johnny 
Comes Marching Home” (1863), song that 
was popular for years after the Civil War. 
was written Patrick Sarsfield Gilmore 
(1829-1892). Gilmore was best known 
bandmaster. His was the crack band his 
day; was really the first our concert 
bands. “Oh, Wrap the Flag Around Me, Boys” 
was another his best-known songs. was 
played the band Lincoln’s funeral 
Springfield. seemed just the right 
the song dying soldier the Union. 

cannot estimate the value music played 
our nation’s early history too highly. was 
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leading incentive the period. rallies, 
camps, the march, the battlefields, 
and even prisons, songs were the most in- 
spiring. Rhythmic song lightened the soldier’s 
labors, and sustained their bravery during 
those terrible years war. Likewise did songs 
help keep the spirits those left behind 
keep the fires burning. 

After the war was fought and won, or, 
the case the South, fought and lost, the 
great hero, Robert E.. Lee, the 
opinion many when said that the 
Confederacy had possessed such tunes 
“Marching Through Georgia” and “The Battle 
Cry,” the outcome would have been different. 

the surrender Lee and his army 
Appomattox, thousands rejoicing people 
crowded around the White House. Bands were 
playing, people were cheering. Finally Lincoln 
appeared the window above the main 
entrance the White House and made 
brief speech. then continued with these 
words: see you have band. propose 
closing requesting you play certain 
tune air. have always thought Dixie one 
the prettiest tunes have ever heard. 
heard that our adversary over the way have 
attempted appropriate national air. 
insisted yesterday that had fairly cap- 
tured it. presented the question the 
attorney-general, and gave his opinion 
that our lawful prize. ask the band 
take good turn it.”

SAFEGUARD CHRISTMAS 
AGAINST FIRES 


Through the cooperation Ewing 
Fergus, vice-president the Kansas State 
Fire Prevention Association, and the National 
Board Fire Underwriters, are passing 
you information which may not new, 
but worth repeating: 

The Christmas tree should set 
securely that will not topple over easily, 
and should located several feet away 
from any heating lighting fixture. Metal 
tinsel with flake asbestos and powdered mica 
make excellent materials for snow effects and 
will not burn. Cotton and paper, the other 
hand, are highly dangerous. The tree should 
never illuminated with candles. There

Father Edward Rooney, S.J., edu- 
cational director the Jesuit Educational 
Association, position far greater in- 
fluence than the name suggests, has made 
strong plea for voluntary educational 
associations. These include such organiza- 
tions the National Catholic Educational 
Association and, presumably, the National 
Education Association and the regional 
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standardizing agencies. Such organizations 
must take the leadership. volun- 
tary educational says, 
“assume now more vigorous leadership 
and make known and insist educational 
needs, may happen that the confusion 
war and the postwar period, leadership 
will pass other agencies far less capable 
and far more exposed influences that 
will result more harm than good 
education and, consequently, American 
How much better would have been 
name “the other agencies.”

The danger military control the 
proposed postwar compulsory military pro- 
grams which will largely educational. 

These dangers confronting American 
education define the work which lies be- 
fore the voluntary educational associations. 
Catholic teachers must bear their share 
the burden. strong National Catholic 
Educational Association prime im- 
portance. must cooperate with “our 
natural allies, secular educational associa- 
tions.” 

think the military ogre not real. 
The success education has not been 
great add the prestige the 
military commanding officers the “ci- 
vilians uniform” who were consultants.

the wholly unwarranted statements 
fabulous what can learn 
from G.I. education. 

return the main point. Dr. Bayne 
does not, his concluding statement, make 
the mistake that larger appropriations 
more money will solve our educational 
problem. links together wisdom, effort, 
and financial support. And who will deny 
that little more wisdom would make 
present expenditures for education very 
much more fruitful. The classic statement 
what more money would for educa- 


tion was made President Eliot 


vard 1903 his book, More Money 
for Schools. indicates what might ex- 
pected more money were spent edu- 
cation, and explains the failure public 
education achieve the social objectives 
flamboyantly promised for earlier 
days due lack financial support. 
The fundamental fallacy that money it- 
self not solution all. fact, avail- 
ability lavish funds may serious 
detriment real education. 

must not forget that great many 
the “military” educators are really 
civilian military uniforms. 
For them G.I. education present para- 
dise and perhaps may get them into bad 
habits when they return the less glam- 
orous but wider and more significant proc- 
esses normal civilian education. any 
case, the Army spokesman put the situa- 
tion well. said: 

“Dr. Bayne just touched upon point 
that should like make more fully 
that the relation adequate financial 
support progress education. Our 
have never been rich. But the serv- 
ices have had unique opportunity. You 
listeners have provided with abun- 
dance money, with practically unlimited 
personnel, and with resulting supply 
material beyond comprehension. With that 
backing, should active.

When the war over, the lush days will 
over, too.

Co- 
education the secondary level, like pro- 
gressivism, has been “almost unique 
American Dr. Bagley quotes 
explanation the new Russian position 
article the London Journal Educa- 
tion and says that this change policy 
should have “more than passing notice 
the educational leaders this country.” 
And need add, that includes the leaders 
Catholic education this country? The 
London article, written Fay King, has 
this say: 

“After years coeducation, every- 
body the Soviet Union now accepts the 
fact that women are every bit important 
the community men and that they 
have every right enjoy the same privi- 
leges and freedom. Equality the sexes 
longer questioned the most back- 
ward regions that vast land... 

“Soviet educationists (however) have 
carefully noted the effects coeducation, 
and they have come the conclusion that 
the new stage development now reached 
their country demands radical changes. 
They believe that the community and 
individual will benefit from the introduc- 
tion separate schools for boys and girls 
between the ages and 18. 

“They maintain that life will richer 
spiritually the fuller development 
the natural feminine and masculine qual- 
ities made possible through separate ado- 
lescent schooling. 

“Tt understood that, whatever careers 
girls may choose, they must, through their 
future motherhood, have more with 
children than men have, and they need 
special training for the important job 
wifehood and motherhood.

Poetry Teaching French 


Sister Borromeo, O.S.F.* 


Among the many aims that have been pro- 
posed the teaching French, four stand 
out most important: train the pupil 
understand the language when spoken; 
speak himself; read it; write it. 
other words, the aim every teacher 
French develop the capabilities the pupil 
fully possible from every linguistic point 
view. While the development each the 
four skills important, all teachers will con- 
cede that, for the majority pupils, the abil- 
ity read will, the long run, the most 
useful and rewarding skill all. Hearing 
speaking the language may lost through 
want practice, but the ability read 
permanent value, and may applied wher- 
ever books are available. 

This emphasis reading has brought with 
several problems. Material written French 
was needed which would train pupils read 
the language understandingly, appreciatively, 
and readily. graded diversified reading pro- 
gram would not only develop the fundamental 
reading skill, but would also lead knowl- 
edge France, her history, culture, and civil- 
ization. Many excellent books have been pub- 
lished which answer this need. French reading 
the form stories, plays, and novels cor- 
related with cultural material has been pro- 
duced abundantly recent years. 

However, book can meet all needs 
please all tastes. The wide diversity teach- 
ing conditions calls for flexible program 
program which the individual teacher alone 
can determine. 

examination most modern French 
texts for high school pupils reveals scarcity 
readings poetry. Since French literature 
has rich vein poetry every kind, there 
need for withholding some these lyric 
and narrative masterpieces from our textbooks. 
The ideals, aspirations, hopes, ambitions, and 
reminiscences France are found the 
poetry those its masters who lived and 
hoped with their country. neglect give 
high school pupils even glimpse its great- 
ness and beauty would close the door 
one the most important cultural ele- 
ments French life. Particularly are our 
Catholic high school pupils fortunate because 
they have the religious background which en- 
ables them interpret and appreciate much 
the really beautiful religious poetry that 
has been written. The simplicity many 
the French and narrative poems brings 
them well within the range the understand- 
ing and vocabulary high school pupils. 

Roi D’Yvetot Pierre-Jean

Rudi Russian-Polish lad who was 
seventh grade. was years old and 
had somewhat below the average, 
condition due, least part, his language 
difficulty. His perpetual smile and even dis- 
position, however, compensated small 
way for his limitations and 

Ever since Rudi came our school 
struggled with all phases English but par- 
ticularly with spelling, and because the Stan- 
ford spelling word list for the seventh 
grade comparatively difficult, his troubles 
mounted. From the beginning September, 
results his pretests were pitifully low 
that they served discourage rather than 
encourage him. When checked his records 
diocesan tests for the past several years 
they showed every mark red urged 
greater attention and more effort, but, 
result, instead developing spelling con- 
science, resorted dishonesty order 
gain higher grades. That procedure was not 
heading toward progress was evident. 
talked the situation over privately, and Rudi 
confided that never could learn spelling 
the lower grades then arranged for 
remedial help chiefly along phonetic lines with 
the result that his scores were slightly higher. 
However, when left himself, Rudi promptly 
slumped his former low level. seemed 
that took his inability for granted and there 
the matter rested. 

Then came opportunity for review 
principles involved learning spell words. 
Everything heard, read, saw demon- 
stration classes pertaining spelling difficul- 
ties was applied Rudi’s case. Instead 
bemoaning the fact that couldn’t spell, 
attention was centered the reason why 
seemingly could not learn spell. tried 
analyze his difficulties and found them many 
and varied. Towering above all others was 
discouragement. Failure had been his lot for 
long that had ceased try. Because 
language difficulty general, most the 
words the regular list were meaningless. 
The time spent during class periods de- 
veloping meanings was entirely inadequate for 
his learning ability. Consequently, the few 
words did master were completely for- 
gotten the time delayed-recall tests were 
given. Another drawback was the fact that 
had ability distinguish phonetic combi- 
nations but seemed learn only through 
visual aid. Hence, unless ample opportunity 
was provided see the word writing both 
the blackboard and paper, learning 
was taking place. was all too evident that 
Rudi needed much more individual instruction 
than had been getting. 


selected method study particularly 


well suited meet the needs individual 
differences. Meanings were developed with 
Rudi’s snecial needs view. During the study 
period supervised his individual study to- 
gether with that another pupil the 
blackboard. made certain that gained 
clear visual perception the words and that 
could pronounce them correctly. Results 
the following tests were gratifying, both 
him and me, for instead the usual 
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seventeen and eighteen errors there were only 
nine out list twenty-four words. That 
felt encouraged was evidenced the fact 
that asked permission the black- 
board study himself whenever had 
his other assignments completed. The follow- 
ing Friday his test mark was per cent 
the week’s list and somewhat lower the 
review words. The review test consisted 
twelve words specially listed for review 
the unit and eight additional words selected 
from errors made the class previous 
tests. 
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During the next several weeks followed 
the same procedure with these results:

Thus Friday’s test Rudi had the supreme 
satisfaction seeing the first 100 his own 
spelling test.

These questions and replies were drilled 
for few minutes. Then leader was sent 
from the room. The teacher motioned

56. This she did quickly, and returned her 
place. The leader was recalled the room, 
and was directed find out the writer 
the question the board. Excitement ran 
high the leader proceeded with the ques- 
tions, given various members the class. 

LEADER: Mary, was you who wrote 

Mary: No, wasn’t who wrote 
56. 

No, wasn’t she who wrote 
56. 

Many children having been questioned thus, 
the leader finally asked: Claire, have you 
written 56? And the desired an- 
swer was: Yes, have written 56. 
The class then chorused, “Yes, was she 

Claire then took her place leader for 
that period for the following day. this 
little device two difficult grammar knots were 
untied. However, much oral and written drill 
followed the game, order that the good 
impression might lasting. Incidentally, the 
pupils also learned that 56, their 
favorite for-get-me-not. 

Another game, having for its object the 
proper pronoun after the verb be, was 
called Who touched me? 

One pupil, blindfolded, stands before the 
class.

Then the leader proposes that the campers 
lie down beside their fire, and questions the 
verb lie are given the girls: “What- are 
the campers doing now, Helen?” “They are 
lying down.” “Is that what told them do, 
Margaret?” “Yes, you told them lie down.” 
they see that the sun setting; what 
does that tell the Scouts?” “That they have 
been lying there hour.” With some 
assistance from the teacher, the questions 
may framed bring forth the 
answers all the parts this verb, including 
the seldom used past participial form Jain. 

Another teacher confronted with the same 
difficult verbs, began drilling the mean- 
ings the two verbs question: mean- 
ing recline rest; and lay, put 
place. Sentences illustrate these mean- 
ings previously had been written the board, 
each having the substitute meaning instead 
the form lie lay. For example: 

“When come home from school the 
afternoon, put books the table, and 
rest for while the couch.” (Present 
tense.) 

“After she had put out the slips for her 
garden bed, Ann was annoyed find that 
Fido had rested them and crushed them.” 

The children were required substitute 
for the underscored words, the proper forms 
lie and lay. Variations the verbs were 
used, and questions were directed impartially 
throughout the class. The lesson ended with 
assignment number such sentences 
written the pupils. 

The following lesson dealt with the insertion 
the proper form and blanks. The 
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teacher worked with her class this exercise. 
The final test took the form number 
sentences using the words rest recline, 
and put place parentheses. The children 
were required substitute the proper form 
lie lay for the words parentheses.
